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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Joseph Sofer on 1 1/17/2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 20, line 4: after "one probe signal", — into a plurality of divided probe signals - 
has been inserted. 

Claim 20, line 5: after "to each", — of — has been inserted. 

Claim 20, line 7: after "which extracts", "the" has been deleted. 

Claim 20, line 1 1 : after "by said probe", "signal" has been deleted; — data — has been 
inserted. 

Claim 20, line 13: after "based on the", -- correlating - has been inserted. 
Claim 20, line 14: before "from said phase", — values — has been inserted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 20, the cited prior arts, Masenten, Wax et al., and Gang et al., either 
alone or in combination, fail to teach a probe signal adding unit which divides one probe signal 
into a plurality of divided probe signals and adds the divided probe signals to each of receive 
signals received by said plurality of antenna elements; and a phase calibration unit for calibrating 
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a phase difference among the array antenna elements by calibrating said phase of the each 
receive signal based on the phase correlating calibration values from said phase calibration 
calculation unit, in combination with all of other limitations in the claim. 
Claims 21-27 depend on claim 20. Thus, they are allowable.
